The  staff  of  WYCS  returned  to  the  hectic 
pace  of  Top  40  music,  U.P.I.  news,  tapes, 
logs,  production,  and  more.  Special 
broadcasts  during  the  year  included  a 
remote  broadcast  from  the  Fall  Festival  in 
Grafton,  the  Top  200  Countdown,  an 
Album  Contest,  and  Christmas  Eve 
Concerts.  WYCS  continued  regular  remote 
broadcasts  of  church  services  and  Board 
of  Supervisors  meetings. 
As  if  that  wasn't  enough,  both  control 
rooms  were  in  working  condition,  which 
opened  the  door  to  producing  local 
programs.  “The  Editorial  Page,”  a 
program  for  visually  handicapped  people, 
was  scheduled  daily  and  produced  with 
students  from  Mr.  Sullivan’s  speech  and 
drama  classes.  An  in-school  broadcast 
experiment  was  made  in  February  with  an 
instructional  program  from  Canada, 
“Meet  Mr.  Meter,"  an  introduction  to  the 
metric  system.  Plans  are  under 
consideration  to  add  in-school  programs 
to  the  regular  WYCS  operation  schedule. 

Since  1 969,  students  have  been 
assigned  to  the  station  during  the  school 
day  to  take  care  of  the  off-the-air  work, 
however  this  was  the  first  year  students 
were  graded  and  given  credit  for  school- 
time  radio  work.  The  after-school  work  is 
still  extra-curricular  and  open  to  all  high 
school  students  in  the  York  County 
Schools.
